‘The Asiatio Artillery returned to Hongkong 
from the north on the 7th instant. 


Yu Hsion, tha reported suicide, is now said 
to have recovered and to be “ waiting Imperial 
orders.” 


Yang Lu is stated to hesitate to join the 
Imperial Court at Hesianfu, fearing Boxer 
vengeance. 


The Empress Dowager is supposed to be 
meditating a further flight to Chongtu. through 
dread of a foreign invasion of Shonsi. 


Trade between Shanghai and Tientsin is 
reviving, and business communications between 
the two ports are practically re-established. 


This weak a war junk at Tulu with a British 
guard on board was exploded, the cause being 
unknown. he guard and 50 Chinese were 
killed. 


The U. 8S. Naval Programme for 1901 in- 
cludes 32 vessels of a tonnage of 151,600, inelu- 
ding 22 gunboats for service in China and tho 
Philippines. 


In the London Gazefte Gen. Gasalee in 
his official despatches highly commends tho 
gallantry of the Japanosa troops at Peitsang 
on the 5th August. 

The stens taken by the Awerican authorities 
in the Philippines to segregate the numerous 
lepars to be found in the islands of that archipel- 
ago have been universally commended there. 


Dr. Morrison tolegraphed to the Times this 
week that the Russian Governor-General 
Alexieff had invited China, through Li Hung- 
chang, to resuma the Government of Manchuria 
under Russian protection. 


Twenty-two students of the Senior Tlass fo 
the Nagasaki Commercial School left Nagasaki 
on the 2Uth ult. in chargo of the Director and 
three teachers. on a tour through Shanghai and 
the soutl.ern ports of China. 


The Ostusiatisehe Lloyd announced on Wed- 
nesday that the Allies at Puotingfu have shot 
Ting Yung, Acting Viceroy of Chihli, the 
Military Govornor, and a Chinese Colonel for 
the murder of missionaries. 


A London telegram of the 3rd inst. reports 
heavy fighting on the Shansi frontier, an 
Anglo-German force having stormed the 
Tschingking Pass after the Ben,al Lancers 
had turned the Chinese flanks. 


Li Hung-chang ins ordered all the military 
officers in Chihli to return to their posts and to 
behead all officers implicated in the Boxer 
movements. The village headmen are also 
ordered to raisa a militia for the suppression of 
Boxers and bandits. 


Since the catablishment of constitutional Go- 
vernment in Japan the Imperial Diet has 
always been convened in November. This 
year's session of the Diet, it is stated, will not be 
opened until the end of Decembsr owing to the 
vast amount of work to be dealt with by the 
new Ministry. 

Latest despatches from Seoul, dated October 
28th, state that the French and Russian 
syndicate formed to construct the Seoul-Wiji 
Railway are negotiating with the Russo-Chineso 
Bank to obtain the capital necessary for the 
undertaking. According to the Nichi Niché 
they are credited with a scheme to obtain con- 
trol of the Corean Government financially by, 
sinking a large amount of capital in railway 
construction. 
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Liu Yung-fa, the Black Flag General from 
Kwangtung province, is stated to have arrived at- 
Changsha in Hunan. He there received orders 
from the Manchu Governor of Kwangtung to 
return to Canton, but refused to do so withont 
receiving the arroars of pay due for his troops 
as well as three months’ pay in advance. 


The water of the Yangtze is still very low, 
and there are no hepes of there being any 
great rise this senson. Vory little rain has as 
yet fallen in the interior, consequently the 
canals, streams and even the wells are almost 
dry. There is very little water in the Han, and 
it is feared that the water-borne portion of coal 
from the interior will bo very small, A big 
risa in price is predicted. 


The Asahi states that the request lodged with 
tho Government by Mr. Hayashi, Japanese 
Minister, for the erection of lighthouses slong 
tho Corean coast, has led the Corean Govorn- 
mont to dacide to carry out the work themselves. 
Tho work has been entrusted to Mr. MoLeavy 
Brown, who will start to construct light-houses 
at Chemulpo next spring. Itis reported that 
tua Russian Minister to Seoul also lodged a 
roqnost with the Corean Court for tho erection 
cf lighthonses. 


The Nippon Yusen Kaisha -has chartered 
tia Rosetta from Mr. Asano, President of 
tne T.K.K., who was also the purchaser of 
the Rorilla. The Rosetta replaces the Futami- 
maru on the Australian line, Twonty-threo 
vessels belonging to the N.Y.K. wero originally 
chartersd by the Government for the convey- 
ance of troops and stores to North China. 
Several hava been already roleased, and it is 
now reported that ton more of the Company's 
vessels are abont to resume their original 
service. 


Of the new Russian warships which are com- 
ing out t> tho Far East, the Poltava and Sevas- 
fopol are both turret-ships of 10,960 displace- 
ment, the former of 11,255, the latter of 13,600 
ih.p. Both were built at St. Potoraburg, the 
Poltava in 1894, the Sevastopol in 1895. Their 
armour is 153 in., belt; 10 in. H.8., gun _posi- 
tion; 34 in., deck. Armament—four 12-in., 
twelve 5.9-in. Q.F., 34 smaller guns, and six 
torpalo tabs. The Poltavts speed is 16.2 
knots and tua Sevastopols 175 knots. Tho ar- 
moured cruisor Gromobots chiof figures aro :— 
displacen.ent 12,335; i-h.p. 14,500; armour—6-in. 
ILS., belt and gun position, 3-in., deck; armament 
—four 8-in Q.F., sixteon 6-in., six 4.7-in,, twenty _ 
3 in. thirty six smaller quick-firers and maxims 
with five torpedo-tubos (four submarine) ; speed 
20 knots.

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AFFAIRS IN THE NORTH.

That there exists an agreement between 


Great Britain and Germany, to the extent 


that the two countries have for themselves 
repudiated all claims to extension of terri- 


. tory, and will look cross at any other nation 


that wants to annex, we know. There is 
unfortunately no reason to believe that it 
really means anything more, except a re- 
petition of those benevolent aphorisms to 
which we have any tite. within the last six 
months been treated. Faith without works is 
dead, wa are told on high authority, and 
certainly any little faith we may have had 


. at the beginning of the trouble, has, in the 


absence of any results in the fields or else- 


where, pretty well oozed out at our finger 
tips. It might have been presumed that the 


British Government, having obtained a 
triumphant endorsement of a forward policy, 
would have taken the hint in China, and 
that we should by this time have been hear- 
ing of the adoption of some comprehensible 
policy. Telegraphic news from the North 
has been anxiously expected from day to diys 
but with the exception of a little trip to 
Paotingfu, and the release of a few French 
and other missionaries, the movement seems 
to have been without much result. There 
are supposed to be some more English and 
American missionaries still concealed in 
Chihli, yet of anything been done to ascer- 
tain their whereabouts we are left in com- 
plete darkness. While such is the case in 
China, a most unruffled content seems to 
suffuse the features of the Ministry in 
England. It was announced that Parlia- 
ment was to have met in November, 
but affairs have gone so nicely that 
it has been postponed till the beginning of 
the new year; and the Government has 
made up its mind to govern without a 
Parliament as long as it can, If we are to 
judge of the meaning of this, we may look 
to China, where we shall probably find an 
explanation in the growing confidence of 
the fugitive court in Shensi. The nations 
of Europe are now represented as suing for 
peace ; if they are sincere in their desire, and 
agree to the conditions offered, the Imperial 
Chariot will at once return, and the hearts 
of the people be pacified. A poet once 
sang of the bad little boy, 

Who put his thumb unto his nose, 

And stretched his fingers out. 

And we cannot help the thought rising that 
thisis theattitude of therecalcitrant Dowaver, 
who from her safe sanctuary at Hsianfu (if 
she is there now), like a second Daniel at the 
show, smiles benignly at her baffled pur- 
suers. ; 

Now, as we pointed out long ago, we 
had the power in our own hands at the 
beginning at least to exact ‘respect; but 
when we with our eyes open walked into 
the little net prepared for us, we ought no, 
to be susprised at the result. “England, 
above all other European nations, has from 
sad experience found out the certainty with 
which humiliation fellows on the the 
attempt to carry on a_ diplomatic 
contest with Orientals. It is . more 
than once recorded in the history of her 
intercourse with India that she has lost 
more by the toga than ever she has won by 
the sword. Of all oriental nations the 
Chinese have won the reputation of being 
the most astute and unscrupulous, and 


amongst the Chinese the ex-Viceroy . Li 


Huna-cuana has gained the reputation of 
a master. England has had pretty consider- 
able experience of the man, who has on 
more -than one occasion made use of his 
subtle intellect to her disfavotr. These 
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facts were not unknown to Lord Sanisnury 
personally, vet with that fatuity which clings 
to the old diplomatist, he again, in the face 
of the protests of the world, engaged ina 
wordy contest. The result is that thingst 
instead of progressing, have distinctly gone 
back ; the settlement, which two months ayo 
was within a measurable distance is now 
further off than ever, and we must either 
rush into warlike operations, or be content 
to bear the ridicule of the people at large. 
Nor does the evil end there, for in addition 
to the contempt of the Court we have to 
bear the ignominy of having deserted the 
large, and at one time growing class ainongst 
the Chinese themselves who lamented the 
decadence of the nation. There is an air of 
genuineness about some of the recent pro- 
clamations proceeding from the Court that 
seem to point to their being the actual pro- 
duction of the Emperor in persov. It would 
dramatically be the legitimate end of Lord 
SALIsBURY's misconception of the situation, 
that the well meaning and friendly boy, 
should, as a man, be converted into the bit- 
terest of foes.

The action of the Allies in the north which 
is reported by our London telegram is, it: is 
to be presumed, part of the general plan of 
operations under Court von WALDERSEE'S 
command. What that general plan is, we 
have no means us yet of knowing; but it is 
plain that it includes a forward movement 
of a more extensive character than was at 
first, anticipated, outside military circles at 
least, ‘The operations in Southern Chihli 
have resulted in the practical clearance of 
the Boxers and disbanded troops from the 
environment. of Paotingfu, and it appears 
that the Germans and British at least, if 
not any other of the allied forces, have 
pushed on rapidly toward the Chihli-Shansi 
frontier. Finding the Chinese holding the 
Tschingking Puss, the Anglo-German con- 
tingent proceeded to carry that. pass, the 
necessary flanking movements being entrust- 
ed to the Benyal Infantry: This advance is 
in logical accordance with the warning given 
that hostilities cannot cease until China 
gives the Powers the necessary satisfaction. 
This is precisely what the Imperial Govern- 
inent delays doiug. Various conflicting 
edicts have been issued, some going half way 
to meet the wishes of the Powers, others 
defiant; and plainly there is no unity of 
sentiment yet at the Court nor honest inten- 
tion on the part of the majority to give 
reparation for the crimes cominitted against. 
foreigners. The Emperor can at present 
have little voice in the matter of Decrees, 
and if Prince Tuan has actually fled to 
Mongolia we may perhaps be right in 
assigning to the Empress Dowager the main 
control—if such it can be called— of affairs 
at Court. While this dishonest and vacilla- 
ting policy continues, the Allies have no 
option but to prosecute hosilities with all pos- 
sible vigour before the winter sets in. Shang- 
hai rumours suggest that there is a want of 
unity once more among the Powers and 
that’ several nations are disregarding Count 
von WALDEBSEE’S commands. It seems, 
however, that Great Britain is acting loyally 
in the spirit of the compact and the battle 
on the Shansi frontier confirms this idea. 
The full story of the capture of Paotingfu 
is not yet to hand. The Tientsin corres- 
pondent of the North China Daily News 
telegraphed on the 30th ult. :—“ The column 
“ig reiurning from Paotingfu. The French 
“action has entirely subverted the plans of 
“the Allies. The British will not stay at 
“Paotingfu. One third of the German 
“foree will probably occupy the city with 


ee 
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“the French.” Later he modified this 
statement, saying that news direct from Pao- 
ling threw a more favourable light on the 
situation, and that the British were repre- 
sented in the occupation of the town. The 
facts of the case we shall probably hear 
some day, though we may have to wait for 
the home papers for the information, as has 
been the case more than once during the 
present crisis. To a certain extent we can- 
not complain of the suppression of news, 
when, as so often happened in South Africa, 
it is impolitic to allow plans and movements 
to become public property before they are 
beyond the danger of frustration. The 
ignorance in which we are kept is unfortu- 
nately none the less tantalising for this. 
As items of news come to hand, bit by bit, we 
bezin to have some idea of what is going on 
and even of the course which events may 
take. So now we are at liberty to think 
that the forward policy will continue as 
long as possible until the Chinese Govern- 
ment desists from its present line of con- 
duct and shows a genuine desire for pence, 
which must be evidenced not by mere pro- 
testations but by the actual surrender of 
the arch-criminals, which the Powers de- 
mand as au earnest of that desire. Hitherto 
the obvious intention of the Court has been 
to pretend anxiety to give satisfaction while 
by various ruses the escape of the guilty 
parties has been contrived. If Prince Tuan 
is now out of reach, and two or three of his 
worst. associates “ officially dead,” it will be 
practically impossible to secure their persons. 
But it is not impossible that they should he 
proscribed and all their honours, and what 
will affect them more, all their property 
taken from them. This latter item may 
well yo toward the indemnity which China 
will have to pay when the settlement at 
Jenyth comes. It will be noticed that native 
official reports of the demands of the Foreign 
Powers put the indemnity at four hundred 
inillion taels, to be paid off in instalments 
in the space of sixty years. We refrain 
from comment on the terms of these report- 
ed demands, as there is no confirmation of 
them from non-Chinese sources; but it may 
be noted that though Prince Tuan's per- 
petual imprisonment is stipulated in them 
nothing is said of the punishment of others 
almost as guilty, If it be thought that 
such punishment is assumed as a _prelimin- 
ary to peace, we may wellask, Why then 
is Prince Tuan’s execution not to be a pre- 
liminary, since he is the worst offender ? 
There are many other points in the demands 
which would invite criticiam, were the. 
authenticity of the document guaranteed. It 
is clearly waste of time to discuss them with- 
out this guarantee. But we hope that the 
actual demands will differ in many particu- 
lars from those which appear in the Chinese 
version. 


Now that dearth of coal is increasing, the 
Java coal question is coming to the front. ‘The 
coal measnres of the island are described 
in the Batavia Nieurcyblad as very extensive 
and as being found mainly at Bayah in the 
residency of Bantam. Only LBocene coal 
is met with in the island. Brown coal 
also abounds in Java. Coal similar to that 
ound at Bayah is mined in Northumberland 
and in Lancashire. The Governments sent an 
engineer to examine the Baysh seams. Ho re- 
ported favourably on their quality and extent. 
But the Government did not follow this up by 
mining operations, owing to difficulties of tran- 
sport, especially the absence of railway com- 
munication between the coalficlds and the near- 
est seaport. These difficulties have now been 
almost surmounted. A company has been 
formed to work the Bayah coaltields. It is ex- 
pected that shortly Java will be no longer 
dependent upon foreign coal,

The Navy. League at home issued last 
month the following statement, which, as it 
is brief, we take the opportunity of quoting 
in full. “On October 29th” the statement 
runs, “two Russian battleships and five 
“destroyers are to sail from Europe to the 
“Far East. The situation there, already 
“most unfavourable to England from a 
“naval standpoint, will be changed yet 
“more grievously to her disadvantage un- 
“less she is able to forward strong rein- 
“forcements. Yet, whence are these to 
“come? The Albion, Glory, Formidable, 
(‘Implacable, and Irresistible, all of which 
“should huve been in service in March of 
“this year (see Estimates for 1898-9, pages 
“186 and 194), are still unready. ‘The loss 
“of our sea power in the Far East is the 
“‘ first consequence of that. under-expenditure 
“upon new construction against which for 
“three years the Navy League has continv- 
“ally protested, but in vain. We caanot 
“afford to weaken further our Mediterrane- 
“an fleet, and we have no other ships to 
“send. A table giving the totals of vessels 
“in, important classes’ of the four great 
“ European fleets in the Far East. is ap- 
“pended :—

“ From the above it will be noted that in 
“fighting strength England now stands 
“third.” From to-day’s London telegram 
it will be seen that in addition to the Poltavaz 
and Sevastopol, turret-ships, and five 
torpedo-boats, the new 12,000 ton armoured 
cruiser Gromobot is about to start for the 
Far East to join Russia’s squadron, which 
will jthen nuiober in all twenty-nine, in- 
elud ng four Lattleships, one armoured and 
six other cruisers. ‘he figures, therefore, 
given in the League's statement are an 
under- not an over-estimate. What then r 
Is the Navy League right in its repeated 
Warnings, or can we afford to continue on 
the old ines as far as additions to tke navy 
are concerned ? 


Writing the other day to the London and 
China Express a service correspondent asked : 


‘ | Why not send the Canopus, Ocean, aud Vic- 


torious from the Mediterranean squadron, 
to be replaced, say, by the Repulse, Resalu- 
fron and one of the Majestic class from the 
Channel Fleet, whose place in turn could be 
taken temporarily by Nile, Trafulgar, and 
Sans Pareil or Benbow, and ultimately by 
-shipp now re-fitting or almost ready for 
commission? As a‘scheme this sounds very 
well, but it is impossible for anyone but a 
naval expert to pronounce definitely on its 
merits. Of one thing we may be certain, 
that had the’ Channel Squadron been 
weakened for the benefit of the fleet in 
Chinese waters, there would have been an 
outery from the alarmists who make it their 
business to warn the country against the 
dangers threatened by France. Is it then 
impracticable to alter the balance of num- 
bers with our present naval resources? If 
so, the Navy League claims that it is 
essential to add largely to our fleet. With 
regard to the state of affairs on the China 
Station the League can, if it likes, claim the 
support of Mr. Goscnen when, speaking in 
. May 1898 on the new British acquisition at 
Weihaiwei, he said: “An outport of this 
*, kind is of value to those who have supremacy 
> of the sea and it is from the point of view 
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that we have the supremacy at sea, that} most far-reachin 


we shall approach what has to be done 
at Weihaiwei.” But we have not at present 
the supremacy at sea in Chinese waters, 
unless we can demonstrate that our 
officiency, guns, or armour make up for the 
lack in number of ships on which to base 
our claim to supremacy. The Navy League 
has very definite ideas on these points, and 
certainly in the last two items they have 
some powerful statistics on their side. 
With regard to the efficiency of the men 
grave stitements have of late years obtained 
consicerable publicity in the home papers and 
there have been but half-hearted attempts to 
contradict them. It is true that similar 
statements have been made with respect. to 
other nations by the critics of their own 
countries, and probably with the same 
amount of truth. But this does not affect 
the question. We have to look to our own 
defects, not to compare them with those of 
other nations. ; 

It is, as even the opponents of the Navy 
League’s methods must admit, unjust to 
consider the League as an alarmist body. 
But the matter will become increasingly 
doubtful with the progress of time whether, 
in one particular, the standard they set is 
attainable. By all means let thein press for 
reform, which is necessary in the Navy, as it 
is ina far more serious degree in the Army. 
But whether it will be possible to uphald 
the theory that the British Navy must be a 
inatch for any two of ber rivals’ fleets is a 
question to which serious thought must be 
given. As certain nations grow rapidly 
richer, how can it he guaranteed that we 
shall be able to meet their efforts step by 
step? ‘The policy of isvlation, so long 
upheld, which renders necessary the sup- 
port of the League’s theory of superiority 
to any two rivals, has received some rude 
shocks of late. Will it become necessary 
to modify ity ‘That is one of the problems 
of the next century. 


THE WORLD AND THE EMPIRE. 


—} ----— 
(Daily Press, 6th November.) 
In the political world, as in that of nature, 


a prolonged calm is to the thoughtful mind 
always suggestive of danger, and the reason 
is evident. In the ordinary course of events 
there is ever a flux and reflux, and it is only 
when powerful furces are called into being, 
which for the moment produce a temporary 
equilibrium, that rest is possible. Of late 
years the attention of the great Powers of 
the world has been drawn in a continually 
‘ Ineressing ratio to the capabilities of China, 
and when that nation, in ignorance of the 
current of events, suddenly threw down the 
gage of defiance to the whole world the 
forees at work were doubled in intensity. 
No nation was prepared at the moment 
to undertake alone the task of restoring 
order, but there was one feeling common 
to all, and that was the intention of 
rendering nugatory by every means in its 
power the efforts of all others to gain 
any private advantage. This is in a 
few words the.cause of the very ominous 
position in China. The Peace Congress of 
the Hague last vear threw a good deal of 
light on the very complicated conditions that 
a in Europe and showed how very 

ifficult it was for any one Power to recede 
from a position once taken up. In sucha 
case a general movement of the surround- 


ing masses would be the immediate result, ! 


with the certainty that such a movement once 
commenced it would be impossible for the 
most enlightered to foresee the eventual 
end. The irruption of the Boers into Natal 
proved how such a movement might have the 
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g results. The -unexpected. 
energy displayed by the greater dependencies. 
of Great Britain in rushing into the void 
alone presented the movement from preducing 
world-wide disorder. So slight a rectifica- 
tion as took place in Samoa was not effected. 
without sending an electric shock through 
the world, und could only be attributed to | 
the highly charged condition of the world. — 
The centre of gravity at the bezinning of 
the century has in effect shifted from 
Europe to the Pacific Ocean, and the com- 
mand of this new highway of the nations 
will apparently for years to come be the 
point of highest tension. The unexpected 
acquiescence of Great Britian in the advances 
towards the Far East of the United States 
has left also its mark, and there is. little. 
doubt that the fear of seeing the Great ~~ 
Ocean fall under the control of the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples had a great deal to do with 
the jealousy shown on the continent of 
Europe towards England’s successes in 
South Africa. Unfortunately the Unit- 
ed States have not seen that that 
feeling really included themselves and 
hence . the partially successful attempts 
made to separate the interests of the two 
great branches of the race in China. Uns 
fortunately the knowledge of the importance 
of the issues conce:ned has not met with full 
recognition either in London or in Washing- 
ton, but there are unmistakeable signs that 
a wider view of the situation is beginning 
to penetrate the strangely composite body. 
forming the public opinion on both sides 
of the Atlantic. The result of the recent 
elections in Great Britain has in this re- 
spect been a strange awakening to the part 
following the present Government. While 
seemingly all in favour of Lord Sanispury 
there are undercurrents tending to show 
that his Government has taken too narrow 
a view, and that the awakened feeling is by 
no means too favourable to a continuance 
it. office of Her Majesty’s present advisers. 
The feeling is hardly in evidence at the 
iIroment, but it goes far to show that. the 
Empire has more important issues at stake 
than what may be called the parochial 
politics of the Home Counties. The British 
House of Commons hes deserved well of the 
nation in the past, but the questions which 
divide it are not always these which concern 
an Empire, and Imperial as distinct from 
domestic politics are not confinsd to one 
section or one party. The feeling has 
been growing, but has never been ex- 
hibited to the same extent as recently. 
Coalition governments in the past have 
as a rule resulted in failure, yet on 
certain great occasions, as when Lord Pal- 
merston was called into office to repair the 
mistakes of the party in power at the 
commencement of the Crimean war, they 
have been found a necessity. After all, our 
position in the Far East in face of Australia 
and Canada, on the one side, and the United 
States, Russia and France, on the other, is 
not one which is concerned with the bene- 
volent system of redressing the wrongs of 
any particular section of the merely British 
public, which has dominated our Government 
of recent years. The Reform Bill was an 
excellent measure in the past, but it little 
concerned our distant colonies at the time. 
Then the Colonies in their relation to the 
Empire could well be mado the affair of a° 
department, but the same can hardly be said . 
to apply to the present. The affairs of the 
Empire must be asa whole, and 
it is fortunate that while this feeling has as 
yet made but little way with the Government 
in office, it has been widely marked in the 
recent elections, and will no doubt make ~ 
itself powerfully felt in the new House of. 
Commons. a 


RUSSIA, CHINA, AND 
‘ MANCHURIA. 
Sea A 
, (Daily Press, 8th November). 
No further news has come from the North, 
since. the first announcement, of Russia’s 


rted intention to restore Newthwang to 
the -Chinese Governmentbut to-day’s 


London telegram reveals Russia's policy 
still more fully that the handing back of 
Newchwang would have done. China is 
invited, through the medium of Li Hune- 
cuana, of course, to resume the government 
of Manchuria under Russian protection. 
{Two questions naturally suggest them- 
selves in connection with this matter. 
Firstly, how can the Chinese Government 
again undertake the management of Man- 
churia while the. Court is represented by a 
crowd of fugitives in Shenai, unable to 
make up their. mind to return to Peking and 
resume the government even of Chihli? 
And secondly, what is connoted by the 
words “under Russian protection?” It is 
difficult to see what apparatus the so-called 
Government of China has ready for ruling 
Manchuria at the present moment. ‘There is 
wanted a fresh set of officials to take the place 
of the various Tartar generals, ete., who have 
been degraded, killed, or have committed sui- 
cide during the past few months. Then there 
are the defeated, disorganised, or disbanded 
troops to be reduced to order once more. 
There are the ruined towns to be rebuilt 
and the inhabitants to be brought back and 
in many cases to be replaced by fresh set- 
tlers. ‘The finances of Newchwang are per- 
haps in a more or leas satisfactory condition, 
but the same cannot be said of the rest of 
the province. Surely the task is beyond 
the power of the refugees at Heianfu, whose 
word is scarcely law in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the interior provinces of the 
Empire. When the Court returns to Pek- 
ing, the Chinese may be in a position to com- 
inence the work of provincial government, 
‘but it is nothing more than a mockery to 
make such a proposal to China just now. 
‘Then as to Russian protection, how fur is 
this consistent with the integrity of the 
Empire to which in principle Russia has 
given her adhesion? What establishment 
of Russian troops within the province will 
be considered necessary to render this pro- 
tection efficient? Another question to 
which an answer would be desirable is whe- 
ther Russia has taken this line of action 
after or without consultation with the 
Western Powers. Tn the assumption of 
friendliness toward China which 1s visible 
in Russia’s “invitation,” there looks to be a 
manifestation of that policy of aloofness 
from the Western nations which papers like 
the Novoe Vremya and other St. Petersburg 
journals steadily advocate now. A short 
time ago on the occasion of the visit of the 
Shah of Persia to Russia, the Novoe Vrenya 
said :—‘ Persia, thanks to its historical 
“past, has come to understand that Russia 
“ig the natural defender of the Oriental 
“states. The Russian Tzar is de facto the 
«defender of the Shah's throne. Our rela- 
“tiona with Persia must, in the future, 
«develop themselves in that direction, which 
«corresponds with Russia's historical mis- 
“gion. It is not as co-worker with the 
“West that we should appear in the 
“Bast, but as Russians, te, @ nation 
“which has taken its culture from the 
“West, but in whose blood there is 
“much that originatés from Asia.” It 
appears that Russia, or the now dominant 
statesmen in Russia, wish to extend this 
game policy to China and to teach China to 
look to Russia as defender against all other 
int rs. The idea is not, of course, new. 
It was well developed at the time of the 
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China-Jupan war, and by means of this aud 
the aid of corrupt Chinese officials Russia 
managed to profit enormously by the course 
of events which at first promised none too 
well for her. Unfortunately the decaying 
Eastern nations are only too ready to be 
taken in by the one nation of Europe 
which has any racial affinity to them. 
The Russians, it must be acknowledged, are 
peculiarly fitted for the work of subduing 
the Eastern perples with which they come 
in contact. But the subdual does not bring 


‘with it any opening of these peoples to the 


world, or any marked advance on the path 
of progress. In some articles from which 
we have quoted lately from the Daily Chron- 


icle Mr. Henry Norman has drawn a vivid | 


picture of the great railway work done by 
Russia in Central Asia; but he fails to 
impress us with any idea of the elevation 
of the people under Russian rule. The 
railways remain in our minds as fine pieces 
of engineering—for strategic and 
purposes.

a writer using the signature “A Russian 


Publicist’ in the Contemporary Review, | the 


in the following words:—“The Russians 


“say they do not wish to he, either at home ! the county by Chinese pedlars.

‘or in the East, the bearers of the civilisa-

“They say: ‘We wish to maintain our 
‘own habits and customs, and also to im- 
“plant these in neighbouring foreign sub- 
“ject races.’ Russia will not agree to the 
“Western nations—from whom she has re- 
“ceived her science, culture and industrial 
« development—joining her in friendly co- 
“operation in the task of civilising the 
“ Orient.” 

All this, no doubt, has been repeated 
many times by men whose words should 
carry weight, but they have been contemp- 
tuously dismissed as Russophobes. Mean- 
while Russia’s policy continues and deve- 
lops. Is Manchuria finally coming under 
the same system which has absorbed almost 
all Central Asia and the whole of the 
North? The Powers—mainly, of course, 
Great Britain—have shown themselves ac- 
comodating in the past, and are very likely 
to accept the situation under the guise of 
Russian “ protection’ of Manchuria. As 
far as the trade of Manchuria is concerned, 
it perhaps matters little that it should be 
lost to the rest of the world. But the 
Power which encircles and dominates North 
China is certain ultimately to secure the 
trade of North China. And this is a pro- 
spect which itis hard to imagine all the 
Powers will face with equanimity. 


THE TRADE OF COREA. 
a -——_ 
(Daily Press, 9th November.) 

Corea is sufficiently remote from us in 
Hongkong to prevent much interest being 
taken in it, and its import trade is small 
enough to discourage the British merchant 
and manufacturer from making much effort 
to work there. But Corea is being gradual- 
ly opened up, and railways and mines can- 
not but change the economic conditions of 
the country. Japan, from her position, 
secures almost all the commercial benefits 
to be gained from the peninsula. The ques- 
tion is whether the British trader must rest 
content to see himself entirely driven out. 
In uctual volume Corean trade fell off in 
1899 to the extent of over £260,000, al- 
though the gold export showed an advance of 
£55,765 on the figures of the previous 
year. But Mr: Jorpan warns us thut it 
must not be inferred from this that the 
country’s trade is declining. The fall was 
due to the fact that the export of rice was 
less by £187,671 than in the previous year. 
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\ And this in its turn was owing to the r- 
fusal of the Coreans, after having got un- 
heard of prices from J: en for their rice in 
1898, when Japan was short of rice, to lower 
the price again in 1899, when Japan was no 
longer in such need of rice. As Mr. Jor- 
DAN says, the Corean entirely ignores such 
questions as supply and demand. -At the 
end of 1899 there must have been very large 
stocks of unsold rice in Corea. The native 
currency also has a hampering effect on 
trade, but Corea has adopted Japanese cur- 
rency so far that custome duties have to be 
paid in Japanese yen; were it to be made 
Government currency throughout the coun- 

| try a large expansion of trade would follow. 

As far as exports from Corea are con- 
cerned no country has any interest in the 
peninsula except Japan. But the develop- 
ment of Corea’s exporting capacity must of 
course increase her buying capacity, and

Jorvan, how to deal with the Coreans than 
do the Chinese. Again British piece-goods 
have the additional disadvantage of having 
to be indented some six or eight months 
ahead, which involves no little risk, whereas 
the Japanese have their manufacturing 
centres close at hand. And yet it speaks 
well forthe British manufactures that, as the 
report says, British piece-goods have so far 
not suffered from Japanese competition in 
the same line, Japanese in some instances 


having to import English goods to exchange . 
| for native produce. But in the importation 


of yarn Japan seriously threatens our trade, 
her import having risen from £99,749 in 


‘1898 to £146,830 in 1899, whereas ours fell 


from £8,979 to £7,496. Should the Japanese 
experiments in cotton-growing prove suc- 
cessful, our loss will be still greater. But 
Mr. Jovan sees no reason why the trade 
in English piece-goods should not be 
developed, “ provided 
turers are willing to adopt their goods 
to the requirements of the trade.” He 
continues: “Experience, however, rather 
points to the conclusion that this ‘ will- 
ingness’ is @ very uneertain factor.” 
‘This unfortunately is not true of our manu- 
facturers only where Corea is concerned ; 
the same complaint is made all the world 
over. Mr. JoRrDAN suggests some remedies 
with regard to the British piece-goods trade 
in Corea, but they dpply also to a much 
| wider range. Firstly, there is necessary iu 
exhaustive study of the trade by a Manches- 
ter expert on the spot, who should travel 
through the most populous districts and see 
how far Manchester can compete with native 
goods and what new markets there are. 
‘This would, of course, involve considerable 
time and expense; the ordinary merchant 
could not undertake the task, as he must stop 
at the treaty ports to look after his interests. 
Again, to open up new markets a knowledge 
of the native language is necessary, “ but 
this seems the last thing an English mer- 
chant thinks of doing.” “The Germans, 
“always more pratical than we are,” says 
Mr. Jorpan, “ have been quick to recognize 
«this fact, and now it is almost the excep- 
«tion to find a German commercial house 
«in the East in which there is not-at least 
“one man able to talk business with the 


“natives in their own dialect; there js one. 


“British firm in Corea and one German 
“firm; it is almost superfluous to say that 
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“the German house has a German who can 
“speak Corean, and that the English house 
“has no Corean-speaking Englishman.” 
Turning to shipping, we find the carrying 
trade of the country in the hands of the 
Japanese, the four German vessels being 
under charter to them also. Four Russian 
steamers called at Corean ports, but two 
- were practically Russian Government vessels 
and were so irregular as to command little 
support from shippers; the other two, how- 
ever, were largely patronised by Chinese. 
Mr. Jordan goes on to say: ‘“ Accustomed 
‘‘as one is to see the British merchant flug 
‘‘ predominating everywhere, it is curious to 
“find a country with any foreign trade with 
“not a single British ship entering any of 
‘“ its ports for a space of twelve months, not 
“even under charter. The explanativn is that 
“the trade is not of sufficient dimensions to 
“pay per se; both the Japanese and Russian 
“lines are heavily subsidised by their re- 


' “spective Governtnents, and, moreover, the 


“export trade of the country is wholly in 
“the hands of the Japanese who naturally 
“prefer to ship under their own flag.” 
From this, coupled with the generally pre- 
dominance of Japanese trade throughout 
the peninsula it might be concluded that 
trade with Corea is a branch of commerce 
not worth pursuing for British merchants 
and manufacturers. But with the increas- 
ing exporting power of the country new 
opportunities for importers will arise, in 
which case the foreigner with no fvoting in 
the country will be out of the race. Even 
with this footing, if he shows no more enter- 
prise and adaptability than the British im- 
porter has shown in the past, he cannot 
hope to take any share in the profits to bz 
gained.

Hedin, according to the latest reports at home

Tarim Liver, in Eastern Turkestan, on June 27.

{HE INSPECTOR'S QUARTERS AT KENNEDY- 

TOWN. 

The following letter, dated Oct. 29th, was 
submitted :— 

“TI am directed to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter No. 153 of the 26th instant, for- 
warding a resolution of the Sanitary Board 

-that the Inspector in charge of the slanghter- 
house should receive a house allowance pending 
the contemplated improvements to the district 
in which his quarters are situated. In reply I 
am to inform you that on examination by Dr. 
Young and Mr. Tooker it was found that the 
neighbourhood of the Inspector's quarters and 
the Police Station is infested with the unopheles 
mosquito, which, as suggested by the Medical 
Officer of Health in October, 1899, accounts for 
the recurrence of malarial symptoms. His Ex- 
cellency the Governor has given orders that the 
ground surrounding the Inspector's quarters 
shall be thoroughly cleared of brushwood, and 
steps will be taken to deal with the breeding 
places of the anopheles. In the meantime a 
house allowance of $30 per mensem will be given 
to the Inspector for the pericd of threo months. 
By that time it is hoped that the house, which 
appears to be a suitable one in itself, will have 
been freod from the presence of the malarial 
mosquito.” 

Mr. McKie minuted—" Bring this matter up 
again three months hence." 

The Presrp—ent—Do you wish that to be 
noted, Mr. M’Kie. 

Mr. M'Kie rephed that he did. The action 

-{aken by the Governor was only a temporary 
one, but it was hoped that it would have the 
desired effect. ; 

The PRESIDENT understood that the man 
would not leave the house.

Dr. CLARK seconded, and the motion was 
carried, 

THE DRAINAGE QUESTION. 

The following drainage Bye-law was made by 
the Board under subsection 1 of section 13 of 
Ordinance 24 of 1887:—The Bye-laws made 
by. the Sanitary Board on the Ist of August, 
1890, under sub-section 1 of section 13 of Or- 
dinance No. 24 of 1887, and approved by the 
Legislative Council on the 13th day of Octoker, 
1890, are hereby amended as _ follows : — 
The word “new” before the words “drain,” 
“drains” and “drainage,” respectively, where- 
ever it occurs in numbers 1, 4, 10, 19, 24, 33, 43, 
44 and 45 of the said bye-laws, and in the 
marginal note to No. 43 is hereby struck out, 
and the marginal note to No. 4£ is also hereby 
struck out, and the following substituted there- 
for, viz.:—“< Opening drains for inspection, &c.” 

LIMEWASHING IN THE VILLAGES. 

Dr. CLARK proposed that the following draft 
Lime-washing Bye-law be made. under sub- 
section 4of section 13 of Ordinance No. 24 of 
1887 :—* Any house, or part of a house, in the 
villages of Quarry Bay, Shaukiwan, Stanley, 
Aberdeen and Aplichau which is occupied 
by members of more than one family, shall 
(unless specially exempted by the Sanitary 
Board) be cleansed and lime-washed through- 
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out by the ownor, to the satisfaction of tho 
said Board, not less than twice in every 
year, namely, during the months of May and 
June and of November and December.” He 
said they had provided this Bye-law because 
in the first place the Board had power to make 
it. Then there was a Byo-law made some time 
ago which covered the whole colony. Subse- 
quently another Bye-law was made and certain 
months when lime-washing should be carried on 
were specified, and at that time by some over- 
sight the villages were left out altogether. 
Recently ho had had some considerable difficulty 
in Shaukiwan in getting tenement houses lime- 
washed, and if this Bye-law were adopted the 
difficulty would be removed. 

The Hon. F. H. May said he could not 
seo any sufficient reason: for extending 
this Bye-law to these villages. If they extond- 
ed it to the villages mentioned there was no 
reason that he could see why it should not be 
extended to every other village in Hongkong 
Island and on the Kowloon Peninsula. He 
was not aware that they had had any plague in 
these villages. He recollected, indeed, that they 
had been particularly free from it. There was 
no doubt that this lime-washing would be a con- 
siderablo expense and would give a great deal 
of trouble. 

Mr. Fura Wa CHUEN said he was in 
favour of sanitary measures, but consider- 
ing the poverty of the p'aces indicated he 
did not think it would be wise to whitewash 
their houses twice a year. All these people 
were not educated. They were perfectly 
ignorant of the law. They seemed to remain 
impassive and not to learn anything. Con- 
sequently the result would be that many people 
would be prosecuted and fined or imprisoned. 
Families, seeing their heads put in prison, 
would be compelled to sell their belongings in 
order to redeem them. It would really bea 
hardship to them. 
very many plaguo cases from these villages, 
and it had not beon proved to the satisfaction of 
the Board or to the satisfaction of the public 
that white-washing did keep down plague. Of 
course white-washing was a good thing, but it 
had not been proved that it was one of those 
things which had a good effect upon plaguo. 
Many of tho people in these villages were poor 
people. They were slop-carriers or stone-cut- 
ters or common labourers, He was at a loss to 
understand hew they were to ret the money to 
pay for white-washing twice a year. 

The PRESIDENT, in seconding the motion, 
said the expense of white-washing would be a 
mere nothing—probably about a dollar. A 
bushel of lime would go a long way, and the 
man woud do the work himself, so that no 
householder need ba at any expense to keep his 
house clean. This lime-washing might not pre- 
vent infectious diseases, but it would certainly 
keep mosquitoes out of the house, and that itself 
was something. He certainly was in favour of 
the proposed Bye-law. 

Mr. Cuan A Fook was of opinion that 
the last speaker had uo knowledge of these 
poor villagers. Ho (the speaker) was born in 
Stanley and ho knew more about Stanley than 
any ove in the colony. Talking about a bushel 
of lime and a bucket of water not costing much, 
he had known cases where people had not even 
the money to pay for their food. They gained 
a living principally by going up to the moun- 
tain and cutting grass. which they sold for 60 
or 70 cash, and with that money they had to 
support a family of perhaps six or ten. He 
therefore could not see how they could be 
expected to save anything to limewash their 
houses—poor houses at that, the best of them. 

Dr. BELL agreed with Mr. Chan A Fook in 
saying that the time had not arrived for these 
measures to be put into operation; the time 
never would come. Tho mere white-washing of 
a house did not prevent the rise of infectious 
diseases, except, perhaps. malaria. It was simply 
a matter of kecping the house clean, and he 
was of opinion that, because the Board wanted 
to have a house clean, they ought not to step in 


‘and make a man clean it. 


Mr. OSBORNE saidit wasvery sad to think what 
along time it took to educate people's mind 
into reason. No one in his maddest momente 
ever imagined that the mere pouring of a little 
weak limo-wash on the walls of the house was 
going to keep away plague. The object was to 
get these people to live ina healthy state by 


Besides, they had not had. 
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having their houses thoroughly cleaned. It. 
was not o great deal to ask of anyone, even 
of the poorest person. He did not think that 
anyone would be bold cnongh tosay that the pro- 
mises of the poorer classes of the Chinese were 
ever cleaned except during theso lime-washing 
seasons and perhaps at the Chinese new year. 
There had been drawn a dreadful picturo of tho 
poverty endured by these villagers, but that 
picture was not in agreement with the -genoral 
prosperity of the colony and the general sur- 
roundings of these “poor people.” They 
seemed to live in comparative luxury; and did 
not appear to overwork themselves to get food. 
If a beginning was not made—if steps were not 
taken to compel these people to keep themselves 
clean, they must expect to have plague always 
with them after so much tronble had been taken 
—nafter so many people had been prosecuted. It 
would be a distinct retrograde movement to go 
back upon it now, and he thought Dr. Clark's 
motion should receive the support of the Board. 

Major Brown thoroughly agreed with Mr. 
Osborne's remarks. They had been told 
these houses were filthy, and now they were 
asked that they should not be cleansed. These 
people were only asked to clean their houses 
twice a year, and they all knew that the Chi- 
nese as a race was one of the filthiest that 
existed. They had been told, these houses were 
hovels; if that were so, the sooner the hovels 
were cleaned, and the oftener, the better it 
would be for all concerned. 

A vote was then taken, when Dr. Clark's 
motion was carried by a majority of one, five 
voting for the motion and fqur against, 


THE MALARIAL MOSQUITO. 

A report on the malarial mosquito by the 
Medical Officer of Health, with special reference 
to the Inspector's quarters at Kennedy-town, 
was submitted. - It ran as follows :— 

“The modern theory in regard to the trans- 
mission of malaria is that the disease is con- 
veyed from man to man by certain mosquitoes 
belonging to the genus anopheles, of tho dip- 
terous (two-winged) family C'ulicidue. 

“It has long been known that trre 
malaria is associated with the presence 
of certain minute organisms in the blood 
of the pationt; and it can greadily be un- 
derstood that when a patient suffering from- 
malaria is bitten by a mosquito some of these 
organisms aro taken (with the blood) into the 
body of the mosquito. The malarial organisms 
there undergo cortain developmental changes, 
and should the same mosquito subsequently bite 
a healthy person he becomes inoculated with the 
diseaso and develops an attack of malaria. 


“The anopheles differs from \the ortinny 
mosquito (genus culex) in that its approach 
is not heralded by that noisy ping that cha- 
racteries the latter; that its bito is not noar- 
ly so irritating to the skin; that it rarely 
bites except between sunsct and sunrise; and 
that while tho culez will breed in any old 
tlower-pot or tin containing water the anophcles 
is fortunately more choice in its selection of 
breeding ground and requires a small sholterod 
pool, containing perhaps organic matter in sus- 
pension or a small quantity of water weed, and 
the water of which is neither stagnant nor yet 
pure spring water. Tho anopheles can travel 9 
distance of some 400—-500 yards, and can remain 
alive for a period of several months—that is to 
to say, throughout the whole of the dry season. 

« Asiatics, and especially children, suffer 
more or less constantly from malaria, as they 
adopt no means of protection from the 
bites of mosquitces, and anopheles are almost 
always to be found in the neighbourhood of 
native dwellings, while somo 1 to 5 per cent. of 
thom will be found to contain the malarial or- 
ganism. It follows, therefore :— 


“(1) That European houses should be distant 
some 400—500 yards from native dwellings. 

“(2) That all pools in which anopheles can 
breed shonld be filled up for a like distance 
around such European houses. 

(3) ‘That all brushwood and rank vegetation, 
including grass, should be kept down by fre- 
quent cutting. 

“(4) That mosquito nots should be used at 
nights. 

* Applying these principles to the neighbour- 
hood of the Inspector's quarters at, Kennedy- 
town, I beg to recommend that the Government ° 
be asked— . 7

“(1) To authorise the clearing away of the 
brushwood and rank vegetation sround this 
house. (This is being done at the present mo- 
ment by the Botanical Department, but unless 

. Tepeated at regular intervals—say once a quar- 
ter —tho effect will be only transient.) 

“(2) To instruct the Public Works Depart- 

,_ment to clear the bed of the nullsh of all loose 
stones and rocks within a radius of 500 yards of 
the dwelling ; to fill up all holes with concrete ; 
and to form and grade the bed of the stream with 
8 continuous fall, : 


(3) To cover the small water-tank on the 
roadside which supplies a portion of the depot. 

* (4) To demolish tho disused and dilapidated 
mat-shed in the rear of the old Tung Wah 
Hospital Mortuary. 

“With the exception of the clearing and 
proper grading of the nullah these are compara- 
tively trivial improvements, and without the 
former they will have very little effect upon the 
prevalence of maldtia in the district, so that 
the Board should urge upon the Government 
the absglute necessity of spending money upon 
improving this nullah and maintaining it in a 
proper condition.” 

The following minutes were appended :— 


The Hon. F. H. May.—“ The deductions set 
out in the M.O.H.'s interesting report have not 
been made from experience gained in China, 
but in other countries. I am prepared to prove 
that they do not hold good in this part of the 
world, and I therefore advise that they be not 
yet accepted and acted upon. 


“Over a year's experience in the New Terri-. 


tory has proved that the Police Stations which 
are situated in the Chinese villages are much 
more free from malaria than the stations which 
on medical advice. were placed outside and at a 
distance from native villages. In one case the 
station was placed in an isolated position half’a 
mile from a village. The site was so malarious 
that it was abandoned and the police quartered 
in the village amidst what were apparently 
most insanitary surroundings (including padi- 
fields on all sides and within a few feet of 
the front of the station), and yet the 
police have been very free from malaria in 
their new quarters in spite of the fact that 
anopheles have been found there. This dis- 
poses of rule No. 1 quoted in the M. O. H's 
minute. Astorule No. 2, it is impossible to 
enforce this rule in the New Territory except 
at large expense, because of the universal cul- 
tivation of padi. I take it that a padi-field 
constitutes an excellent breeding ground for 
anopheles. It contains water which is neither 
stagnant nor pure spring water. There are 
padi-fields near every Police Station except 
one in the New Territory in varying degrees 
of proximity, and yet some stations are 
malarious and others not. The difference can- 
not be explained by the presence or absence of 
anopheles, as far as the information at my 
desposal goes at present, as the following figures 
show :—Tai Po (very malarious) shows less than 
40 per cent. of its mosquitoes to be anopheles. Tai 
O (very free from malaria) shows 50 per cent. of 
the specimens sent in to be anopheles. Ping 
Shaa (not so free as Tai O but much better than 
Tai Po) shews 50 per cent. anopheles. The 
whole question requires to be thoroughly in- 
vestigated on the spot. Theories deduced from 
investigations in other countries should not be 
accepted till justified by observation and ex- 
perience here. As to the recommendations to 
improve the health of the quarters of the 
Inspector of the Animal Depots I object to No. 
2ofthem. ‘To do what is recommended would 
cost at a rough guess I should say $30,000. 
The colony cannot afford such expensive ex- 
pertments. It would be far cheaper to pull the 
place down and build it somewhere else. But 
I should like to see the evidence on which the 
building is condemned as malarious. If every 
Police Station were condemned because one 
European inhabiting it suffered continually from. 
malaria there would be very few which would 
pass the standard. Some men get fever any- 
where and everywhere others are fever-proof 
apparently. The average man can avoid a great 
, deal of fever if he takes proper precautions 
Have any instructions ever been laid down for 
this Inspector, and if so has anyone ever taken 
the trouble to see them enfurced P” 
Major Brown :—“ Confirmation of this theory 
is accumulating daily, and it would be well to 
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it was very doubtful whether they did not take 
the malaria with them. In any case the matter 
was in a very vague state. It was, however, 
tow before them. They had information from 
home that experiments carried out in Italy had 
been an unqualified success. They had proved 
undoubtedly that men were able to live in the 
most malarious district without becoming afflict- 
ed with discaso simply by taking precautions 
against the bites of mosquitoes. On this’ 
ground he thought they ought to try and 
do what they could ‘to see what’ value. 
the thing had in regard to this colony. 
He felt certain it would do no harm to 
circulate Dr. Clark's report and also the minute 
of Mr. May. . 


Major BRownN—I should like to ask a ques-

Mr. Osborne:—Apart from any steps tho 
Board may ask the Government to take, this 
report of Dr. Clark should be printed and pub- 
lished for the information of the public.”

Mr. Chan A Fook :—“I agree and believe 
this report will bo translated into Chinese and 
published in thé Chinese newspapers as well.” 

Mr. Fung Wa Chun:—“I think Mr. ‘Os- 
borne's suggestion should be adopted.” 

Tho PresipeNnt said he had not seen Mr. 
May's minute before, but he agreed most em- 
phatically with every word of it. He had lived 
35 years in the tropics, and he thought this 
theory as to the mosquitoes should be thoroughly

investigated before they jumped at conclusions. 

Dr. ULark said that in view of Mr. May's 

minute he had prepared a resolution which he 
thought would meet the requirements. He 
thought the theory as to the relation between 
anopheles and malaria had been proved far more 
conclusively than any of them ever anticipated, 
and he thought that a theory which had held good 
in almost every part of the world would be found 
to hold good in China. He should like to move: 
— That the Board recommend the Government 
to depute an officer of the Medical Department 
to investigate and report upon the facts detailed 
in the minute of the Captain Superintendent of 
Police, with a view to ascertaining whether the 
occurrence of malaria among Europeans in this 
Colony is mainly dependent upon the existence 
of the anopheles mosquito and the proxunity 
of native dwellings.’ This was a work which 
it would be impossible for him to undertake 
himself, as he had quite enough work already to 
occupy his time, but he believed there were 
several medical men in the colony who could 
work out the matter. It would, however, take 
a man's whole time for a few months. 
’ Dr. Bey pointed out that before long a 
report dealing with this subject would be 
submitted. There wus no doubt in any 
medical man’s mind that anopheles caused 
malaria. It caused it in other parts of the 
world, and ho was quite sure it caused it in 
China. The anopheles was not an easy chap 
to catch. Dr. Thomson had spent a great deal 
of time in investigating, and he had no doubt 
his report would come before the Board. His 
report would apply to the western and eastern 
ends of the town. 

The Hon. F. H. May suggested that Dr. 
Clark should substitute for his motion one read- 
ing as follows:— That the Government be 
asked to depute a Medical Officer to investigate 
a report on the causes of the prevalence of ma- 
larial fever at certain police stations in the New 
Territory}and its absence at others.” He said he 
had not advanced any theories in the minute he 
wrote. He simply found it stated by the Medical 
Officer that European houses shonld be over 500 
yards from Chinese dwellings. This was directly 
antagonistic to the experience gained in the New 
Territory. He was aware that Dr. Thom- 
son had been making some investigations. Some 
mosquitoes were sent to him from the New Ter- 
ritory, and he begged to inform Dr. Bell that 
it was more easy to catch anopheles in the New 
Territory than he seemed to think. In some 
places they were all anopheles apparently: But 
what he really should fike was that an officer 
should go over to the New Territory and live 
in the different stations in routine and try and 
find out why some of them were apparently free 
from malaria whilst others were full of it. 

Dr. CLARK accepted Mr. May's suggestion. 

Mr. OsBoRNE seconded. He said that in re- 
gard to his suggestion that the papers on the 
subject should be printed, he put that forward 
with the idea that by making this subject one of 
general interest in the colony they might perhaps 
those persons in the 
colony who were not blessed with techinical 
knowledge and medical science’ but who had 
been attacked by these mosquitoes with a high- 
sounding title. He did not think it right to 
attack the theory in the way Mr. May had done 
simply on the experience of a policeman, attach- 
ed to the New Territory, because if they started 
with the assumption that the theory was work- 
less, they would not have the chance of proving 
whether it was worthless or not, because they 
would not be given the wherewithal to prosecute 
the enquiries. Tho policemen in the New 
Territory had only been there a short time, and

Dr. CLARK replied the mosquito was not 
mentioned in the resolution. 

Mr. McKis asked why Kennody-town had 
been left out and they had gone to the New 
Territory. The order of the day said :—~ “ Re- 
port on the Malarial Mosquito by the Medi- 
cal Officer of Health with special reference to 
the Inspector's Quarters at Kennedy-town.” 
He thought the resolution before the meeting 
was quite out of order. 

The PRESIDENT ruled that the resolution 
was in order. 

The Hon. F. H. May said a report was laid 
on the table as to. Kennedytown, and he went 
off at a tangent about the Police Stations in the 
New Territory, which were far more impor- 
tant. There were 15 Police Stations in the 
New Territory and only one little wretched 
house in Kennedytown, and he asked that a 
medical officer might inyestigate the causes of 
malaria at certain Police Stations in the New 
Territory. If anybody wished to move a resolu- 
tion as to the Inspector's quarters at Kennedy- 
town it was open for him to do go. 

On the motion being put to the meeting it 
was carried. . 

A motion in favour of the report being 
printed and circulated was proposed by Mr. 
OsBORNE and seconded by Dr. HARTIGAN, but it 
was not but to the meeting, on the suggestion 
of the President. 

THE SANITARY BOARD AND PUBLIC WORKS, 

The following letter, deted November 3rd, 
from the Colonial Secretary, was submitted :— 

“In reply to your letter No. 154 of the 26th 
ult., I am directed to inform you that His 
Excellency the Governor has already requested 
the Honourable Director of Public Works 
to send to the Sanitary Board all plans of the 
kind referred to by you, and any suggestions 
which the Board may feel disposed to make 
regarding such plans will receive careful 
consideration.” 

Dr. Hartican said that as the mover of the 
resolution, he begged to thank the Government 
for acceding to their request. He did not 
think they would regret having taken the 
Board into their confidence. He certainly 
thought the Government would find the Board 
quite as efficient in: these matters as the 
heterogenous committees who had up to this 
been consulted in these matters. 

The Presipent—The experts of this Board 
have been consulted on every question, Dr. 
Hartigan. 

DOWNING 8TREET RED-TAPEISM, : 

Some time ago the Board made the following 
conditions subject to which persons suffering 
from bubonic plague were to be itted to 
leave the colony.—Any person suffering from 
bubonic plague who wishes to leave the Colony 
may embark between the hours of 6 a.m. and 
‘6 p.m. at the Sutherland Street steps subject to 
the following conditions:—(1) The patient or 
his friend ghall notify the pabats name and 
address or addresses at which he has been reaid- 
ing during the last ten days to an Officer of 
the Sanitary Board on duty at the wharf. (2) 
The destination to which the patient is to be 
removed shall be notified to the Officer on baak 
at the wharf. (3) The patient. or his friends’ 
must provide a licensed junk, or licensed 
boat (the latter tobe towed. by a launch) 
in which the patient is to_be removed, and 
must furnish the (Officer on duty with the 
number of such junk or boat and the name 
of such steam-launch. (4) No removals. will 
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' be permitted to places within a radius of 40 
miles of the Colony.. (5) Thé junk or boat used 
for the conveyance of the patient must on its 
return to the, Colony at once proceed to the 
Water Police Station at Tsim Sha Tsui for 
disinfection. — 

Referriti¢ to the above the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, in a letter dated August 15th, 
wrote to His Excellency the Governor as 
follows :— 

* T have the honour to inform you in con- 
firmation of my telegram of the 8th inst. that 
I have received a despatch from the Officer 
Administering the Government of the Straits 
Settlements inviting my attention to a notifica- 
tion issued by the Government of Hongkong 
permitting in certain cases the removal from 
the colony of patients actually suffering from 
bubonic plague. 

“ A notification of this kind, authorising the 
conveyance of infection, seems to me, however 
excellent its intention, to be liable to arouse 
prejudice against the colony and against the 
British empire generally, and might well 
be made by foreign Governments an excuse 
Aor placing injurious restrictions on British 
trade. For this and other reasons I consider 
that the notification should be withdrawn and 
the removal of persons suffering from plague 
absolutely prohibited. 

“ Although in the Acting Colonial Secretary's 

_ letter to the Straits Settlements Government 
of the 29th June it is stated that the notice ap- 
plies solely to Chinese, it appears to be quite 
general in its terms, nor do I consider that the 
non-adherence of Whinese to the Venice S tnitary 
Convention justifies so wide a departure frum 
the principles of that Convention. 

“P. 5S. Since the above cospatch was writte1 
I have received your telegram of the |4th insi. 
Fine ee the notification is no longer in 

‘orce.”’ 

Writing on the 24th September Mr. Cham- 
berlain said :— 

“TI have the honour to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your despatch No. 375, explaining the 
reasons which have led to the issue of a regula- 
tion permitting in certain cases the removal 
from Hongkong of a person suffering from 
bubonic plague, and to inform you that after 
carefully considering the arguments put for- 
ward therein I regret that I must adhere to 
the views expressed in my despatch No. 277 of 
the 15th August, which you have now received.” 

On the cover dated November 3rd the follow- 
ing minutes were appended :— 

The Hon. R.D. Ormsby :—‘ T hope every 
member of the Board will express an opinion as 
to whether this should be considered confiden- 
tially or not. I see no reason for not wishing 
it public.” 

Mr. McKie:—“This paper should not be 
treated as confidential. It isan excellent op- 
portunity for showing up Downing Street red- 
tapeism. 

Dr. Hartigan :— “Ditto! Not cenfidential. 
The Straits Government are always making a 
silly fuss.” 

Mr. Osborne :—“ This is Downing Street red- 

, tapeism with a'vengeance. However, as the Chi- 

- nese don't pay the slightest heed to the regula- 

tions in question, and will continue to move 

their sick, whether Downing Street permits it or 
not, there will be no harm in revoking them. 


But why is this confidential’ The public 
should know whence such wisdom emanates.” 
Dr. Bell:—“No reason for its being 

confidential.” 


A cover dated November 7th contained the 
following: minutes :— 

Mr. Chan A Fook :—‘ Not confidential.” 

Dr. Boll :—‘ Not confidential.” 

The Hon. F. H. May said he thought gen- 
tlemen who had made caustic remarks about 
Downing Street had hardly put themselves 
in possession’ of the facts. The facts were 
these: Great Britain and several of her colonies, 
among them Hongkong, subscribed to the 
Venice Convention, which laid down certain 
rules to be observed by all countries who as- 
sented to the Convention to prevent the intro- 
duction of plague into those countries. It was 
pointed out by the people of Singapore that 
their allowing people suffering from plague to. 
leave the shores of this colony was a contraven- 
of the rules of the Venice Convention which 
they had undertaken to observe. The Medical 
Officer of Health himself on reading the rules 
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of the Venice Convention which wore sent out 
here, and which he and another officer translated 
for publication in the Gazette, drew the attention 
of the Board to the very same fact. The ques- 
tion was referred home aad the Secretary of 
Scott said it certainly was against the principles 
of the Convention. Therefore the Board was 
asked to rescind the regulation. He did not- 
think there was any red-tapeism at all. If they 
made a bargain with France, Germany, and 
Russia and a lot of other countries they were 
bound to carry it out. If they did not carry it 
out and did little things which were not in ac- 
cordance with the Conrention those countries 
would do the same themselves, say at Hamburg 
and other places near home, and the British 
Government would notat all likethat. Therefore 
it seemed to him that the remarks some honour- 
able gentlemen had made abont red-tapeism in 
Downing Street were somewhat uncalled for. 
Mr. Ossorne said-he made some remarks 
about Downing Street, and ho would make 
them again. The Venice Convention was not 
subscribed to by this colony. The colony was 
told to subscribe to it by the home Govern- 
ment. That Board at various meetings pointed 
out to the Government that for Hongkong to 
subscribe to the Convention would be nothing 
but a farce—an absolute farce, and he thought 
he was right in saying that they advised tho 
Government that they could not support the 
terms of the Convention. Under these circum- 
stances the home Government at Downing 
Street had no business whatever to compel 
them to subscribe to those terms. It they 
|had to subscribe to all those terms how 
was it they had no lazarette? Then they 
were supposed to have a quarantine station. 
Ships supposed to come into the harhour from 
an infected ‘port were supposed to land their 
passengers who were affected and then proceed 
on their voyage. But was that done? Did 
every steamer from Canton, every one of 
Douglas's boats from the coast ports land its 
passengers in a quarantine station ? Therefore 
he asked what was the use attempting to carry 
outthe terms of a Convention when it was utterly 
impossible todo so? It was nothing more or 
less than a farce. Although this regulation as 
to patients leaving the colony had been in force 
three years only four applications for permission 
to remove had been received, yet he had no 
doubt some four thousand or forty thousand 
afflicted had left tho colony during that time, 
and if they thought they were going to prevent 
these people from leaving the colony and submit 
to their western treatment and be buried, in 


graves covered with lime, and so on, they would- 


make a great mistake. 

Mr. McKie said he supported every word 
Mr. Osborne had said. 

The Hon F. H. May asked permission to put 
Mr. Osborne right, because he happened 
lt. be quite wrong. It was quite true 
that the Board did advise against the adoption 
of the Venice Convention, but it did so under 
a misapprehension. He was one of the people 
who opposed it, thinking that all the elaborate 
rules about putting coolies into quarantine, 
or exercising surveillance, etc., would have 
to be adopted. But the Secretary of State 
pointed out that ships like the Canton steam- 
ers containing large numbers. of  coolies 
could be dealt with under separate regulations 
altowether, and when the Board was made aware 
of that it withdrew its objection. That was 
a quite different thing to having the Venico 
Convention crammed down their throats. 

Dr. CuARkK proposed and the Hon. F. 
H. May seconded the repeal of the regu- 
lations as to the removal of patients from the 
colony. 

Dr. Hartiean said that this very subject 
came up in 1894. Mr. May was one of the per- 
manent committee which proposed that this law 
should be carried out in its strictness, but 
the Governor issued a proclamation by which 
patients were allowed to leave the colony on 
certain conditions, and in taking that course he 
was fully backed up by the majority of the 
inhabitants of the colony—both European 
and Chinese—and by the majority of the 
Sanitary Board. They were far more able 
to combat the plague by allowing these 
people to leave the colony than by keeping 
them inside. One point which seemed to bave 
been lost sight of was this they were not spread- 
ing the plague in the sense meant by Mr. May by 
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4 people all went back into the infected 
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allowing these patients to leave... The plague 
came from the mainland to Hongkong, and these 

districts. 

‘Yhe Hon. F. H. May said that with tho Pre- 

sident's permission he would just like to put Dr. 
Hartiyan right. The permanent committee of 
the Sanitary Board in 1894 never said they 
would not cllow a Chinaman suffering from 
plague to leave tha colony if he gave his name 
and address to the officers of the Board. But 
that was just what the great mass of Chinose | 
would not do. They were therefore not allowed 
to leave and they are still not allowed to leave. 
On the motion being put to tho vote it was - 
carried.

the N.-C. Daily News), who has remained there 

| unaffected by the panic that drove many officials 
and missionaries over the borders of their pro-- 
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vinces—and the missionaries are not to be 
blamed, as they acted under orders from their 
superiors—has sent us some very interasting 
remarks on the situation in the West of China. 
In the courss of them he refers to the evacua- 
tion of Chungking and speaks very highly of 
the French Consul,.M. Bons d'Anty, who did 
nof take part in the evacuation but remained at 
his post, as we have heretofore recorded, with 
the Japanese Consul, two Englishmen, a mor- 
chant and a missionary, and an American Pro- 
fessor. M. Bons d’Anty, our correspondent 
says, is a charming man and one of tho best 
Consuls Franca has in the Far East, which is 
the more reason why Great Britain should have 
a strong man at Chungking, for M. Bons d'Anty 
might be trusted not to lose his very legitimate 
opportunity to promote French interests. 
especially during the absence of his British 
colleagus. Our correspondent adds to what we 
have written hitherto on this sabject that the 
British Consul at Chungking is charged with 
British interests in the whole of Szechuan and 
Kweichow, and is also the advisor of Britishers 
residing in North Yunnan. There are two 
Consulates in Yunnan, 'Tengyueh (Momein) and 
Szemao (Esmok). Mr. Litton, Consul at 
Tengyueh and-formerly Consul at Chungking, 
-has gone home on sick leave, and until-the 
troubles in North China broke out, the Szemao 
Consulate was also vacant. In this dilemma 
Lord Salisbury turned to the Customs for assist- 
anes, and the Acting Commissioner at Szemao 
being apparently a British subject, he was 
appointed Acting Consul. Mr. F. W. Carey is 
the gentleman in question, and the temporary 
appointment seems to be an eminently satisfac. 
tory one. 


ALLEGED OUTBREAK IN COREA. 
- The Tokyo Asahi publishes news of a rather 
startling character from Corea. It is to the 
tho effect that an insurrection of Pedlers and 
Tonghaks has broken out in the vicinity of 
Wiju, in the north of Corea. The rebels have 
taken possession of three towns, Kusong, 
Yongchon, and Cholsan. The movement has 
spread to the south, namely, Hwanghaido. The 
rioters are bent on marching to Phyong-yang 
and Seoul, in order to petition the Central Go- 
vernment, though what they want to petition 
‘for is not known. It is simply an excuse to 
get into the capital and ferment disturbances. 
The Tadong river will soon be frozen over and 
this, it is said, will be the signal for a forward 
march from the north. There are stationed at 
Wiju 200 regular troops properly equipped, 
but they are not strong enough to deal with the 
rioters. The letter concludes by saying that 
the object of the rioters is to expel foreigners 
from Corea. One Christian church has already 
been destroyed by the rioters. The report, 


however, requires confirmation.

WELSH FUSILIERS.

GENERAL SIR ARTHUR GASELEE 
ON THEIR SERVICES. 

The four companies of the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, together with the detachments of 
Royal Engineers and R.A.M.C.. who left 
Peking on the 21st ult. and Taku on the 26th 
ulf., arrived in Hongkong on Friday by the 
Salamis. They disembarked at about half- 
- past three at Murray Pier, and subse uently 
ned up two deep in front of the Queen's Statue, 
near to which a large number of the European 
residents of the city had assembled. Here they 
received H. E. Major-General Gascoigne, 
C.M.G., with a general salute, the band playing 
the regimental march, “ Men of Harlach.” 

In the course of a short speech H. E. the 
Masor-GEnerat said—Colonel Bertie, officers 
and, men of the 2nd Battalion Royal Welsh 
Fusiliérs and the detachment of the Royal 
Engineers, Iam very glad indeed to welcome 
you back intomy command. We who have had 
to stay behind—your other half battalion, myself 
and the staff—should have liked to have gone 
forward, but some must stay behind. But we 
have nevertheless looked with the most genuine 
interest on the way you have acquitted your- 
selves. I knew perfectly well when I sent you 
that you would do well, and I have seen an order 
that was published which I dare say you have 
read, which was new to me until the other day. 


The order published was from the Chief of 
Staff, and I will now read it: —‘ The Lientenant- 
General commanding cannot allow Lieut -Ool. 
the Hon. R, H. Bertie, and the 2nd Battalion 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers to leave his command 
without expressing his appreciation of their 
soldierly conduct during this campaign. No- 
thing could have exceeded their dogged ondarr 
ance during the march on Peking, and in Pek- 
ing their discipline, conduct and appearance, 
has, with few exceptions, been most satisfac- 
tory. The Lieutenant-Ganeral feels sure from 
what ho has sesn of the Royal Welsh Fasiliors 
that the British Infantry is as good now as 
it ever has baen.’ Nothing could be mora eom- 
plimentary than that. I need not tell you how 
pleased I am to read it. It certainly is a 
maznificent thing for a regiment that one 
battalion should have bean serving for twelve 
months, doing hard work in South Africa, 
aud another battalion of the regiment should 
ba doing equally good work in the north of 
China. It is a very proud thing indeed for 
a regiment to have such a record as that. I 
am not going to detain you any longer, only 
I wished to welcoms you here. I know there 
are other welcomes that will be given, but it was 
my pride and niy privilaga to be able to be the 
first one to welcome you back into the command. 
One last word. I am certainly not against the 
men enjoying themselves thoroughly, but I can- 
not help remembering that there are a good few 
of your comrades left behind. who have found 
graves in the north of China. All honour to 
them. They died, some on the field of battle, 
some from wounds received in battle, and many 
from sickness, the result of the hard work and 
privations they endured. For the mercy that 
Almighty God has shown everyone of you who 
are listening to mo, I ask you to show your 
gratitude for the blessings vouchsafed to you by 
taxing your pleasures discraetly. Now. men, we 
have baen standing in the shadow of the statue 
of the Empress Queen, whose servants we are 
proud to think we are. Take your helmets off 
and join with me in giving three cheers for Hor 
Most Gracious Majesty Quean Victoria. 

This invitation was lustily responded to, after 
which a verse of the National Anthem was 
played by the band. 

H. E. the Major-General then intimated to 
the officers in command that it was his particu- 
lar wish to march to barracks at the head 
of the troops. This he did, accompanied by 
Colonel O'Gorman and Captain the Hon. 
H. W Trefusis. 

On Friday night the Fusiliers were entertain- 
ed by their comrades to a cold collation, and on 
Saturday night to a dinner and smoking 
concert. Tho Royal Engineers and R. A. M. C. 
were welcomed at a smoking concert which 
took place in the Engineers’ Theatre on Friday

PIRACY CASE NEAR SHEKMOON, 
Sree 
GOOD WORK RY A GERMAN RIVER 
STEAM-PINNACE. 

We have received from a trustworthy source 
the following details of a piracy case near Shek- 
noon (not far from « anton), and of the fortunate 
appearance on the scane of a steam-launch just 
taken over by the German (Government for 
river work, . 

The German armed steam-pinnace Schamien, 
under command of Lieutenant Reymann, went 
out for a cruise in a forenoon of the 2nd inst., 
and was lucky enongh to surprise a party of 
pirates, seven in number, actually engaged in 
robbing the passengers of a passenger paddle- 
boat of their clothes and small valuables. The 
pirates had already succeeded in robbing another 
paddie-boat, and had also tried to get hold of a 
Chinese steam-launch, but the latter made her 
escape, after being shot at and hit twice only. 
The place of the piracy was near Shekmoon. 
As soon as the pirates saw the Schamien 
approaching, they absconded. into the rice- 
fields, but were pursued at once by Lientenant 
Reymann and five of the bluejackets. The 
pursuit was a rather difficult one, owing to 
the narrow and slippery pathways, but Lieut- 
enant Reymann and his men sneceeded in 
catching one pirate and the whole booty. The 
other pirates disappeared behind the hills, but 
before their escape, the blue-jackets fired and 
wounded one of them, who was, howeyer, carried 
away by his companions. The pirates wero 
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armed with revolvers of the nowest patterns: - 
and fired back at their pursuers without hurtin 
anybody. The whole booty and the ca ture: 
pirate were handed over to H.I.M.S. Disha, 
11 Canton. The Commander of tho Lucha, 
Capt. Dihnhardt, will, as far as can bo learnt, 
insist upon tha pirate being heheaded; othor- 
wise he will take him to the scene of piracy and | 
have him shot by his own men. - 

The. Schamien is the former steamlaunch 
Tung Cheong, and has been bought by the Ger- 
man Navy for river services, having been taken 
over on thé 20th ult. 
is 76 feat 8 in. long and 10 feet 4 in. broad, and 
has a speed of 12 knots. Her armament-con- 


sists of 2 Maxim guns and 2 3.7 om. Machine 


guns. At the time of the piracy there were on — 
board one officer, 2 non-commissioned officers 
and 8 sailors, but the Schamien is able to carry 
40 men, if necessary. 

It is unfortunate, our informant remarks, 
that the Schamien could not fire any shots into 
the pirates, but the latter were clever enough to 
shelter themselves bohind the passenger-boata. 
It is said that tho pirates are inhabitants of 
the village of Chung Chow Kong, which is well 
known among the natives as a nest of pirates. 


THE CASE OF LANCE-CORPORAL 
GILES, RW.

The other day one of our evening contem- 
poraries published a letter" headed Corporal 
Punishment in the Army " in which the case of 
Lance-Corporal Giles, of the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, was mentioned. The writer of the 
letter, who signed himself “ Disgusted,” alleged 
that while Giles was undergoing six ‘months 
infringement in Victoria Goal for a military 
crime he was punished with “darks cell” for 
soms infringement of ie rules, and “this 
not having a beneficial‘effect he was flogged ; 
flogged so brutally that he will bear marks 
to his dying day. As a result of this,” addt 
od “ Disgusted,” “Giles is now raving in the 
hospital padded ward and likely to remain 
so for the remainder of his life.” ‘ Disguted 
further .obsorved :—‘ Giles’ must have beon 
flogged very shortly before his discharge from 
prison, because the stripes on his back were till 
raw. I believe it is the law that a prisoner 
should be medically examined before the dia- 
bolical operation commences, and a doctor pre- 
sent to see it carried out. The only conclusion 
that any intelligent person.can arrive at ig— 
either Giles was insane before he was flogged, 
and not responsible for his actions, and consa- 
quently should not have been flogged, or he was 
flogged into insanity.” . 

We have made enquiries of the authorities ‘as 
to the above allegations, and have been supplied 
with the following version of the facts of the 
Case :— 

The man in question was originally tried by 
court martial for striking a superior officer on 
the 12th of April, and was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour. He 
was admitted to the gaol on the 17th April. 
During his confinement in goal he was punish- 
ed on two occasions for breaches of prison 
discipline, but not at any time was he placed 
in a dark cell n the 8th of October, after 
being six weeks clear of a report, he assaulted 
a warder and attempted to assault the prin- 
cipal warder, for which offence he received 12 
strokes with the “ cat o' nino. tails.” ! 

A prisoner must be certified by the medical 
officer to be fit before whipping can be adminis- 
tered, and he is examined a second time before 
the corporal punishment is inflicted. The medi-' 
cal officer and the superintendent or assistant 
superintendent of the gaol are present when 
any prisoner receives corporal punishment 
in accordance with the gaol rules.. Prisoners 
are also seen onge daily by -the medical offledr 
and once each 7 by the assistant superin- 
tendent of the gaol. ee ae, 

The prison authorities assert that Giles was 
perfectly sane during his imprisonment and 
also when he was released. verything was 
carriod ont in accordance with gaol discipline 
—Giles assaulted a warder and attempted to 
assault the principal warder; hence his punish- 
ment. : ; os 

Giles appeared before the medical: officer 
before being tried for his offence against gaol 
discipline, and after examining him care-

“fully the medical officer decided that there was 
nothing ta indicate why any punishment which 
‘might be imposed should not be inflicted. He 
again appeared before the medical officer on 
the morning of his punishment, and the medi- 
cal officer agreed to the punishment being in- 
flicted and certified that the man was not insane 
at the time. 


With regard to the statement that Giles would 
bear the marks of his whipping to his dying day, 
the medical opinion is that the cuts produced 
by the “cat” were quite suporficial, and that 
there will be no permanent marks at all. The 
fact that the fogging was administered the day 
before Giles was released would -explain how it 
was that the marks showed up so when he left 
the gaol. : 

To show the beneficial effect the introduction 
of whipping for breaches of prison discipline has 
had it may be stated that during the last six 

ears the number of cases in which whippings 

ave been administered has steadily decreased.

AN IMPRESSIVE NAVAL 
FUNERAL. 


The obsequies of midshipman Charles Krug 
of the Chilian training-ship General Baque- 
dano, who died on the ee day at the 
Naval Hospital from the hereditary complaint 
of tuberculosis, took place yesterday morning 
at the Happy Valley in the presence of a large 
and fully representative gathering. The 
deceased, who was just completing his teens, 
was a bright lad, full of promise, and with 
every indication of a brilliant career before 
him: Selected from a number of his 
fellow collegiates in consequence of his 
exceptional talent at home, he had 
borne ont the high opinion his superiors had 
formed of him by his complete submission ‘to 
discipline and peady adaptation to his navalduties 
and instruction while on board thetraining-ship. 
fis illness, which more or less had troubled him 
while at,sea, did not take any acute form or 
cause any anxiety among those on board the 
ship till the vessel's arrival in port on Saturday 
when it was thought well to place him under 
medical treatment ashore. He was taken to the 
Naval Hospital, and although everything 
possible was done to relieve him, he died of his 
disease on Wednesday, as above stated. 

The coffin, crowned with floral wreaths over 
the national flag, was borne to the grave ona gun 
carriage, followed by Commander Wilson of 
the General Baquedano, his officers and ship's 
company; the Commander of H.M.8. Tamar 
and a file of marines from that vessel; a similar

from each of the French and Portuguese men-of- 
warin port; Mr. Shewan, the Chilian Consul with 
Mr. Jorge the Vice Consul, and representatives 
from the several Naval departments in H 
kong.

It 
was Great Britain which had set the lessons and 
taught the Chilians how to build and organize 
_ their navy: indeed their inception was the out- 
come of British instruction, and through British 
guidance they had been enabled to reach their 
resent naval strength.

A CURIOUS STORY FROM 
KIUKIANG.

The Kinkiang correspondent of the Echo de 
Chine relates a strange tale, stating that he is 
astonished at the silence of the English Press 
in the matter. The tale is this:—From the 
beginning of October the natives of Kiukiang 
began to grow more and more insolent. Three 
soldiers went so far as to insult the British 
Consul, knocked him down, and were on the 
point of putting him in the creek, when two 
Europeans, one of whom was the Rev. Mr. 
Nichols, arrived on the spot and with the aid ofan 
umbrella vigourously wielded rescued the Cousul. 
The British gunboat at Kiukiang immediately 
landed a party. The Taotai hastened to theCon- 
gulate, declaring that it was all a misunderstand- 
ing, that no importance should be attached to 
the little affair, and he regretted it profoundly. 
Finally there was champagne all round. But 
there was a sequel, for later on 2,000 Chinese 
soldiers carrying flags, parasols, and boards 
inscribed with honorary characters, paraded the 
Settlement. The correspondent asks whether 
the demonstration was intended to show how 
much the Chinese were at home there. In 
consequence some foreign troops are being 
placed as a garrison in the Settlement, and the 
correspondent expresses his perplexity at the 
report that the barracks prepared by the British 
Consul are intended to receive 200 Japanese 
soldiers. What is this new mystery P 

Reading this story, what any Englishman will 
want to know is whether there is any truth in 
it or is it a libel on the British Consul at Kew- 
kiang? If it is the latter, it certainly requires 
contradiction.

THE DEMANDS OF THE POWERS.

We have received from native official sources 
a copy of the demands of the Foreign Powers 
as presented by tho Foreign Ministers to Prince 
Ching and Li Hung-chang on the 20th of 
October, a translation of which we make 


below :— 


1.—China to pay an indemnity of 400 million 


taels, to be paid in instalments in the space of 


60 years. 
9—The Viceroys and Governors of pro- 


vinces to have Foreign Commissioners as their 


colleagues in the Government of several jurisdic- 
No Manchus to be appointed in the 
future as Viceroys or Governors. 

3.—Prince Tuan to be confined in perpetual 
imprisonment. 

4.—China must suppress the Boxers and 
restore peace within three months. 2 

5,—Ruasia engages to restore the three Man- 
churian provinces—Féngtien (Lower). Kirin 
(Central), and Heilungchiang (Northern Man- 
churian)—to China within three months. 

6.—Foreign officials are to be employed in 
the collection of Customs duties, Lekin and Salt 
taxes. Detlucting expenses, the balance is to be 
used in the liquidating of China's foreign loans. 

7.—The present Heir-apparent to be deprived 
of his title and position. . 

8.—The Emperor and Empress Dowager 
must return to Peking within a certain limit of

Canton, Ist October. 
A BIG STRIKE. . - ; 
There was a strike among the shop people: 
shortly after 11 a.m. to-day; the street gates 
within the old and the now cities were closed 
to traffic and business transactions suspended. 
The mgrkets are also closed to buyers and 
sellers, and no provisons are to be had, for 
the simple reason that the officials are trying 
to squeeze the people. The fact of the matter 
is that during the reign of Li Hung-chang ar- 
rangements were made through his subordinates 
with the gentry and the committees of the dif-. 
ferent hospitals whereby a tax of 2 per cent. por 
month was to be charged upon the house rents, 
the landlord paying one half and the tenant 
one, to pay the soldiers employed to patrol the 
streots night and day during the Peking crisis. 
The soldiers of the On Yung regiments went 
on patrol service, and the shop people seemed 
satisfied. But when the rebellion broke out. 
at Haichow, the officials had to send the troops 
there to combat the rebels, and put the Swatow 
soldiers instead on the patrol service. The latter 
were & lazy lot and spent the day lying asleép, 
or carried their uniforms under their arms, and 
sauntered about with pipes in their mouths, 
disappearing altogether at night. So when the 
time came for the collection of taxes the shod 
people refused to pay and upon the officials . 
pressing them closed their shops and the street- 
gates, and thus imprisoned the officials in the 
streets. 


Canton, 5th November. 
END OF THE STRIKE. 

The strike of the shop-people and traders was 
at an ond on Saturday evening. At.5 p.m. all 
the shops and street gates were reoponed and. 
business was resumed, the officials having yield- 
ed to the Uemands of the gentry and merchanta 
by allowing the latter to engage soldiers to 
patrol the streets and paying for it themselves. 
Tf the strike had continued for two days more 
there would have been a serious disturbances ; 
fortunately the officials had’ sense enough to 
give in to the unwavering resolution of the 
people.

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No firm would entertain a claim once the goods ' 
had left their godown. That rule was well 
known in the city to all merchants. With re- 
gard to spot cargo for shipment, if nothing was 
mentioned to the contrary the buyer shipped 
it. He would not expect to get avery good 
quality of Pilsener beer for 86.50 a case. 

In reply to Mr. Bruton the witness said that 
if goods were shipped to Formosa and brought 
back this would have some effect on the cases, 
and it was likely that there would be breakages. 

By the Court—He had not seen these par- 
ticular cases. 

The godown-keeper to Radecker & Co. said 
the beer in question was removed from the go- 
down by Leung Hon, the defendant's head coolie, 
and some coolies whom he brought with him. 
Witness did not assist in removing the beer, 
neither did the watchman at the godown. 
He tallied the beer as it was taken out. Leung 
Hon was sitting besides him. Leung Hon told 
his coolies to pick out the boxes and carry them. 
As the cases passed Leung Hon looked at them 
to see if they were good, and he ordered a 
few cases fo be taken back. Eighty cases were 
taken out. After abont 2U or 3U cases had been 
taken out Leung Hon went ont and returned 
in a quarter of an hour. He did not hear him 
tell the coolies to wait until he came back. 
Witness himself did not give any orders to the 
coolies, nor did he pay them anything. All the 
S80 cases had been taken out by one o'clock. 
The coolies did not take the remaining 20 cases 
because Leung Hon said he would see his mas- 
ter about them first. After the tally sticks had 
been brought in by the boatman he went to the 
office and reported the matter. The cases were 
fastened up with iron bands. He returned to 
‘Wanchai in the afternoon and saw the 80 cases 
in a boat. There was a notice which could be 
seen as soon as anyone entered the godown 
saying that no claim could be entertained after 
goods had left the godown. 

In reply to Mr. Bruton, witness said he 
could not remember that the cases in question 
had been in and out of their godown since June, 
1897. This was the first time they had been 
out. The cases were not broken. It was only 


broken. There was no kerosene on the cases 
when they were sent out of the godown. The 
causes which were taken out of the godown were 
in good condition. They did not require re- 
nailing, nor were any of them tied np with 
rattan. 

Chan Chiu, who takes care of Radccker's go- 
downs at Wanchai, and who lives there, also 
wave evidence, corroborating what was said by 
the previous witness as to the delivery of the 
cases in question.

Mr. Bowley appeared for the plaintiffs and 
Mr. Brutton for the defence. 

Mr. Kahn, an assistant to the defendant, 
continued his evidence. He said that the beer 
he saw in the cargo boat on the 18th October 
was not of a merchantable quality—that, is the 
cases were not in proper condition for 
shipment. He subsequently inspected the 
cases in their godown with Captain Goddard. 
They opened two cases. One case contained 
36 full and four half-full bottles. The paper 
iu which the bottles were wrapped adhered to 
the bottles and the labels were toro. On hold- 
ing u bottle to the light they noticed it was fall 
of sediment; several other bottles were in a 
similar condition. The two cases they opened 
were the first to hand. Other cases which they 
examined were in the same condition. He pro- 
duced four cases in court. Gving back to the 
10th Oct. they required 150 cases of beer, and 
the plaintiffs agreed to let them have 100 
exactly. ? 

In reply to Mr. Bowley, the witness said he 
was 8 German. He spoke French and Ger- 
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man ass well. When he conversed with Mr. ! see his master and ask him what he would do— 


Girault he spoke French. He had been in 
Hongkong one year and eight months. Mr. 
Girault sold by retail and wholesale. They 
did not sell more than a dozen bottles of beer 
at once. He was. the sole assistant for the 
defendant. He himself had never bought from 
Radecker's before. Mr. Girault had done so 
since he had been in his employ. Mr. Girault 
bought some beer at Sll acase. The beer was in 
good condition and the cases looked new. He 
did not know that these cases—which were nine 
in number—had been in the godown for three 
years. This beer was not for shipment, and there- 
fore they were not particular about the cases. 
Mr. Girault's principal place of business was at 
Shanghai. They wanted the cases in question 
for shipment to Shanghai for seme Chinese 
firm. During the last few months there had 
been a considerable demand for beer, Leung 
On, their head coolie. attended to the shipments. 
They frequently bought from local firms for 
shipment. The seller generally shipped the 
goods. If nothing was said about shipment 
when they gave an order they expected the 
seller to ship. In the absence of any arrango- 
ment the seller added ths coolie hire on to 
the bill. The same class of beer was offered to 


them by Kwang Tai on the 16th ult. at 87.50. |. 


He had no limit as to price. He wished to buy 
good beer, and he did not haggle about the 
price. He bought the beer in question because 
it was the only beer he could get. When he 
bought the beer nothing was said about coolie 
or boat hire, Lut the plaintiffs agreed to ship 
the goods. Mr. Schumaaker, and not Mr. 
Marten, said this. They had nevcr before 
bought any goods from the plaintiffs which 
wanted to be shipped. If Leung Oa had not 
gone to Mr. Girault and complained about 
these cases they would have been shipped 
to Shanghai without any European seeing 
them. When returning from seeing the 
cases in the cargo boat on the 18th he met Mr. 
Schumaaker and they had a conversation. He 
did not tell Mr. Schumaaker that the 80 cases 
were good enough for shipment and that the 
remaining 20 were not Mr. Schumaaker did 
not offer to repair the cases. He asked. could 
they not be repaired. He did not tell Mr. 
Schumaaker that the beer was, good enough 
but that the cases were damaged. Subsequent- 
ly they saw Mr. Girault, who said the cases 
were unfit for shipment and therefore he refused 
to accept them. He did not say anything about 
the quality of the beer. The cases remained 
in the cargo boat alongside the Praya one night, 
and the next morning they were put into their 
godown in Mason's Lane. The writ was taken 
out on the 22nd ult., and it was after then 
that Captain Goddard inspected the cases. 
Ha believed it was on the 19th that Leung On 
told him that it was Radecker's men who had 
put the cases on the cargo boat. He was blam- 
ing Leung On for taking the cases when they 
were in sucha bad condition. and Leung On 
suid he did not take them. He was not aware 
that it was a custom among merchants in Hong- 
kong that when goods once left the godown no 
claim was allowed. 

In reply to the Court the witness said the 
coolies who took the goods out of the godown 
had been paid by Mr. Girault because Leung 
On, their head coolie, engaged them. 

Leung On, the defendant's head coolio, then 
gave evidence. He said he looked after send- 
ing out and taking in cargo. At 12 o'clock 
on the 18th October Mr. Girault sent for 
him and told him to go down to Radecker's 
godown at Wanchai and put them at 
once on board the Shanghai steamer. Ho 
engaged eight coolies and they all went down 
{oyrether. He told Radecker's godown keeper 
what he had come down for, and the cases were 
pointed ont to him by the godown keeper. 
Some of them were in the centre of the godown 
and others were at the back in the dark. After 
examining the cases he told the godown koeper 
that the cases were so old that he could not 
take delivery. On the suggestion of the godown 
keeper seven caseswere taken down for inspection. 
The witness wanted to put them down outside the 
godown door, but the godownkeeper said he could 
not do that, as the police would object. They were 
accordingly taken down to the Praya, where he 
inspected them. He told the godown keeper he 
could not accept the goods and ordered the 
coolies to stop work. He said he would go and 


whether he would take them or not. He saw his 
master in his office about half-past twelve. He 
stayed at Girault's store until about half-past 
one. His master told him to go back to the go- 
down and wait for him there. He went back to 
Wanchai and found that 73 cases had been put 
into the cargo boat. There were seven casas still 
on the Praya. He asked the godownkeeper why 
he had not waited for him, and he replied, 
“Oh, I put them allin.” The godown keepor 
asked him to sign the paper produced. It was 
a delivery ordered. He also showed him another 
paper. He refused to sign the delivery order, 
upon which the godownkeeper said. “If you 
won't sign it, ll get your master to sign it.” 
They then separated. The godown keeper said 
he was going to see Mr. Girault. 

Captain Goddard, Marine Surveyor, deposed 
to examining the beer in question in the defen- 
dant’s godown in Mason Lane on the 26th Octo- 
ber and finding them in an unsound and un- 
merchantable condition. 

The hearing was further adjourned.

GAMBLING. 

The police are evidently determined to puta 
stop to the gambling that has of late become 
s0 pronounced a feature in native life, and this 
fact was evidenced by the appearance in court 
on tho 2nd inst. of no less than thirty-nine 
of these worthies, in two batches of twenty-four 
and fifteen. The first batch was captured by 
Sergeant. Kerr, who visited the Chinese quar- 
tera at Bicton on the Ist. and caught all of the 
accused red-handed. Two of the men were 
fined $25 each or six weeks’ imprisonment, and 
the remaining tkirteen 83 each or seven days’ 
imprisonment. The fines were paid. 

he sacond batch was collected by Inspector 
McNab, who on the 2nd raided a boass at 29, 
Chinese Street and made twenty-four arrests. 
As in the first case, all were caught in the 
act. Their little game cost them Seach. The 
fines were paid. 

ROW ON BOARD SHIP. 

George Henry Marshall, second officer, and 
John Axtram, able seaman, of the American 
sailing ship Topgallant, were charged—first, 
with having been absent from the ship without 
leave, and second, returning on board ina drun- 
ken condition and behaving in a riotous manner, 
using obscene and abusive langua They 
Sage guilty to the first count of the charge, 

at denied having been riotous. Marshall has 
already been convicted for assaulting the police. 

The first officer of the Topgallant said both 
men returned to the ship on the Ist inst. in 
an intoxicated state. ‘The captain asked thoir 
reasons for going ashore without permission, and 
ordered them forward. Axtram replied that 
he hed as much right to be aft as the captain. 
Words followed, and on Axtram's assuming o 
threatening attitude, the captain lifted an iron | 
belaying pin to defend himself. Axtram 
thereupon rushed at the captain, who dropped 
the belaying pin and closed with his assailant. 
He did not strike Axtram wita tHe weapon. 
Witness and the nter separited them and 
took Axtram forward, bat he wa. very violent, 
and they had great difficulty in j reventing him 
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from again going aft to the captain. 


second officer was quiet enough. He took no 
part in the quarrel, and caused trouble only when 
was arrested. 


Sergeant Langley gave evidence of the 
- arrest. Accompanied by P.C. Taylor, he went 
to the dry dock at Aberdeen, and found Axtram 
there. The captain pointed him out as the man 
who had committed the assault, and they arrested 
him. He was very violent, and had to be hand- 
cuffed. Witness then went on board, and found 
P.C. Taylor struggling with Marshall. They 
got him on his feet, and both men latterly went 
quietly to the station. 

P.C. Taylor corroborated. 

The captain of the Topgallant gave evidence 
regarding the assault. fis statement bore out 
that of the first officer. In the struggle Axtram 
seized hold of his coat and tore it. The coat 
was worth $10. 

Three seamen from the Topgallant were called 
for the defence. Their evidence, however, 
practically went to convict the accused, it being 
simply a corroboration of what the captain and 
first officer had said. 

His worship, on the first charge, ordered the 
men to be put back on the ship; on the second 
charge, that of assault, his only reason for giving 
them the option of a fine was to afford them a 
chance of getting on board before the ship 
sailed. The sentence in Marshall's case would be 
$50 or six weeks’ imprisonment, and in Axtram’s, 
825 or a month's imprisonment.

The coolie was walking in front of defendant, 
who went up and deliberately hit him a blow on 
the nose. Defendant pleaded guilty, and was 
find $5 or 14 days. The fine was paid. 

Private Wilson, also of the Fusiliers, pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of assaulting a Chinese 
shopkeeper on the 4th inst. on the latter's pre- 
mises at 362 Queen's Road Ceutral. 

Complainant's assistant said defendant came 
into the shop at about eight p.m. and asked 
for some silks. Witness, who was serving 
out needles to customers at the time, 
replied that he did not sell silks. Defendant 
then snatched up the neodle-case, and extracting 
a packet, secreted it in his sleeve. Witness 
asked him to return the packet, but was met by 
a refusal. His master then came into the front 
shop, and on his demanding the return of the 
packet of needles, or payment for it, was 
struck by defendant. 

‘| he complainant stated that defendant refused 
to pay for the needles, nor would he return them. 
He seized the complainant by the collar of his 
blouse and struck him on thechest. Defendant 
was intoxicated. 

His Worship said the assault Was a very 
slight one. The soldiers, he continued, had 
come down from the north very flush of many, 
but they must really behave themselves. He 
would let the defendant go on this occasion. 

AN OBSTREPEROUS SAILOR. 

Henry Matthews, Bey ote in the Royal 
Navy, was charged with behaving in 4 disorder- 
ly manner in Gossn's Road Central and with 
refusing to pay the legal fare for a rickshaw 
hire. He pleaded not guilty. 

P. C. 73 said he was on duty in Queen's Road 
Central about midnight on the 3rd inst. A 
rickshaw coolie came up and told him that de- 


fendant had refused to pay his fare. Witnes, “got on 
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aid the fare, 
and defendant replied that he. had not, and 
would not. He also told witness to mind his 
own business, or he would knock him down. 
Defendant was drunk, and used very obscene 
language. Witiiess arrested him. 


Inspector McNab said defendant ‘was very = 


violent in the charge room, and refused to be 
searched. The rickshaw coolie said he had re- 
ceived a bad ten cent. piece from defendant, 
who refused to give him a good one. 

John Wenscott and Albert ‘Tippett, engine- 
room artificers, gave evidence for the defence. 
They both agreed in saying that Matthows paid 
the rickshaw coolie, and that he did not use 
obscene language to the constable. They, how- 
ever, could say nothing regarding the incident 
in the charge room. : 

Defendant alleged that he gave the coolie a 
good coin. The ten cent piece produced in 
the charge room probably was not his. Tho 
officers in the charge room treated him very 
roughly, four of them knocking him down and 
holding him on the floor. ; 

His Worshipsaid it was clear that complainant 
had been disorderly, but as he was under the 
influence of drink at the time the sentence 
would be a lenient one—$5 or 14 days’ hard 
labour. The charge of refusing to pay his 
rickshaw hire had not been clearly proved, and 
would accordingly be dismissed. 


CONSTABLE FINED FOR ASSAULT. 


P.C. 48 Findlay was brought up on remand, 
charged with assaulting James Cuthbertson, a 
ship's cook in the Royal Navy, on Murray Pier, 
on the 2nd inst. He pleaded not guilty. : 

Complainant in evidence stated that at half- 
past ten on the night in question he was re- 
turning from Oliver's public house in a rickshaw. 
He had been to market, and had with him a basket 
containing two hundred eggs and two Jivers, for 


| the men’s breakfast next morning. When they 


reached the pier, the coolie lifted the basket 


out and put it on the pier wall. The defendant, - 


whose back at first was towards complainant, 
turned round, and when he saw the basket he 
went over and deliberately tipped it into the 
water. Complainant demanded his reasons for 
the act, and said he wanted compensation.

This the latter very 
naturally refused to accept, demanding more, 
and when the defendant refused to comply, 
complainant had him arrested. 

The second coolie had a similer tale of woe, 
with the substantial difference, however, that 
his man had no money at all to pay for his four 
hours’ ride. The 30 cents, offered to the first 
complainant by the first defendant was intended 
as payment for both hires. 

Both defendants contended that they had the 
rickshaws for half an hour only, for which 
period the first defendant offered his coolie 30 
cents. as payment for the two hires. On the 
coolie's rejecting this sum, the defendant added 
10 cents., and this offer being also rejected, the 
defendants refused to pay anything, preferring 
to go to the police station. 

His Worship sided with the coolies, and 
ordered the defendants to pay them 50 cents. 
compensation each. 

PEAK GAMBLERS. 

Still they came. Lance-Sergeant Kerr 
rented a house at the Peak at about eleven 
o.clock on Wednesday evening, arrested nine 
gamblers. As in previous similar cases, the 
worthies were caught with evidences of their 
guilt on all sides, in the shape of dice, cards, 
stakes, ete. 

All the accused pleaded guilty. The first 
man—to whose charge was laid the ad- 
ditional offence of keeping the house for 
purposes of gambling—was fined $25, with the 
alternative of three months’ imprisonment, and 
the others $3 each, or 10 days in gaol.
